STUDENT MEETING 
DECEMBER 3-4 


This conference for high school library 
student assistants is a follow-up of the 
spring conference of the Indiana School 
Librarians’ Association at Terre Haute 
last April when 84 students turned out in 
response to an invitation from their 
school librarians. 

At that time the group was interested 
in forming a state wide organization of 
student librarians and decided to name 
representatives to act as a planning group 
to work out details. The planning group 
met in May at Mishawaka High School 
under the leadership of Margaret Griffin, 
librarian, and did some of the spade work 
toward organizing. The purpose of the 
conference is to get the machinery of 
formal organization set up and in mo- 
tion. Maysel Baker, librarian, Univer- 
sity School, Bloomington, and Margaret 
Griffin are advisory chairmen to the 
student planning group. 

Unfortunately, only 125 students can 
be housed on the campus. Details of 
the conference will appear in the Novem- 
ber News Noser, published by the Indi- 
ana School Librarians’ Association, which 
is sponsoring the student organization. 
It is hoped this will be one of the keys 
to recruiting for the library profession. 
Statistics from the annual school library 
report showed over 4000 student li- 
brarians in the schools in 1948-49. What
